If such a question shoulli not 
receive a satisfactory answer, if it will be evident 
that the ordinary business transactions of the cus- 
tomer will not warrant him in using the erertit 
■which hi* too willing creditor would extend to him 
the bills receivable which the creditor may hold,

A Romantic Young Woman. 
The Brooklyn (N. Y.) Times tells tho follow- 
ing story: 

A storv is in circulation throughout the Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth Wards, which, if true— and 
there are many vouchers for it — makes out an 
exceedingly romantic incident of the war.

How the thing has been managed since she com- 
menced "sogering," I can't say : but will endeavor 
to find out and let you know more about it ut some 
future time." 
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Tho Newfoundland Riots.

" We have had dreadful work going on In New- 
foundland within the past fortnight. My poor 
husband was nearly killed. I daresay you heard 
tliat Mr. McLea (John's father) was standing as 
met ber for the Western District of S*. John's, 
contesting it with Barron, (Jusey, Renouf and Tal- 
bot; and the priests were very much frightened 
that ho W'.uld get in. On the day of nomination, 
the Protestant party, merchants and others, had 
McLca's flag flying.and some the English Ensign. 
The first of the row cnnimenci d nn the hustings, 
where the mob tore down Me Leil'fl flag, and wanted 
to throw the party over the hustings. Mr. Smith 
received a cut in the head; but, however, they got 
away, and thought there would be no more light- 
ing, when presently u mob of boys and lads, half 
drunk, commenced tearing down ilags in the neigh- 
borhood of Queen street; Btq up they came to 
lliver Head, tearing down the Hags, and down at 
Longs, by the Mill.where they were resisted, broke 
the windows. The next pla -e was our cottage; 
where we had file British ensign flying ; they 
cimo up, and before we knew what they were 
about, had iho halyaidi cut Slid the ensign 
down. Ttiere was not a man about our place to 
show any resistance, or I suppose we would have 
hud our windows smashed. Then they went over 
to Jlr. Walbank's, and took their flag; and then 
they marched down town, their numbers increasing 
as they went They then attacked .Mr. McLc&'.s 

premises, and broke oil his office windows. So

Ions; established there, have become wealthy; 
.and in order to make a good appearance, and in 
that way build up a business at once they tax their 
capital and their credit until both are lost. They, 
with a Utile more patience, with a little more will- 
ingness to build up a biiMness gradually, would 
have used their credit judiciously and would have 
saved it and their capital also. The credit system 
is abused in anoiher way, by selling merchandise 
which has been bought on time, and which really 
belongs to creditors, for anything but cash down, 
•or at a stipulated time. '1 he man who finds that 
he has bought more goods than he can find n 
ready sale for, and exchanges them for houses or 
land, not only abuses his credit, but docs his cred- 
itor great injustice and great injury. 

In consequence of this system of credit, facili- 
ties are offered to engage in mercantile life which 
many accept who are either incapable of conduct- 
ing any business successfully, or who attempt to 
carry it on abuse of the system. But another way 
in which tin 1 system is used is by far the most dis- 
astrous of all, and that is in helping on great spec- 
ulations which dishonest men contrive. For 
instance, an individual with a moderate capital 
may commence business in some thriving town ; 
he will visit one of our wholesale establishments.

From Bute Inlet. 
Mr. Junius Kenny, one of lli/a e.xpjtpii^g 
party which lefl herb tome weeks since on 
The schooner Antelope fur Bate Inlet, ar- 
rived last evening:. Mr. Kenny enme down 
in nn Indian oarioe, and was two davsriiid 
n-half from Ibe mouth ot tlio Inlet to this 
place. Tht: party renclie'ij (be nioiitli of llie 
Inlet about the £8lli "F Juno, and arrived at 
the head on the 2d of duly. Tbcy-'found 
two email stioa-us, one emptying into the 
Inlet fitim the :101th, and the other from I ue 
Northwest. 

The tireefc from the north- en.st is about 
fifty yards w ide at life inuntli, i.nid is navi- 
gable .for canoes. Ah Indian was hired to 
take Mr. Kenny »p lliia stream, hut the iiext 
'morning ilie bail ili'^appeareil. and was n'oi 
seen until iweiity-folir libjufs after; when the 
Bchooner Circus, with Major Downu- on 
board, arrived. ArrilltgeniCllis were made 
by the party to induce the Indians to furnish 
a eauoe, biit Willioui success.:— 4boy asserting 
that two days journey lip the river a tribe 
of Indians dwell who would kill them. A 
large sum of money was offered hut 
they would not budge. Our informant as- 
cended the hanks of the creeks for a dis- 
tance ot time miles on foot. and alone, hot 
coming (6 a point ut whieh it was necessary ! 
to make a crossing, was compelled to rel urn. 
He is of opinion that if a route really exists, 
it is by way of tins creek. The mountains 
in the vicinity are abrupt and covered with 
snow. At the head of the Inlet is some 
fine farming land— one thousand acres ol 
which were pre-empted 1>V Botisoh and 
pariy, from Nanaimo, the day before 
the explorers arrived. This land at some 
points is very thickly wooded, but is well 
adapted for a .town-site. Tjie entrance to 
dlje Inlet isf-afe. and wide; good anchorage i 
can he obtained anywhere, and at the 
bead there is u line cove which offers sale 
harborage for vessels of the largo-t class.: 
The distance from the entrance to the head 
is from thirty-five to foil j miles. 

Major tDbwnie stria* at Ibe .bend of tho In- 
let when our iiiforrhhnt left but whether | 
lie proposed cvphning for an overland route, j 
or merely ascended lor the purpose of trad- 
ing, lis not known. 

The schooner Anteiope is at Nmiiamo. 
Mr* Kenny says he knows liotluria about 
the practicability of tin' rente except what 
he it rived from Indians. They assort 
that ' there is a good route to the 
interior over which they liavn frequent- 
ly traveled, an I their ataieuieirl thai 
liostile tribes ..f Indians reside at a JUfittice 
of two days navel from the head of the 
Inlet, goes towards proving tliu assertinh to 
he corieet, as thej; must trade at oi.o iif the 
interior forts, there being no depot On tlie 
inlet. 

The above facts •rare obtained from the 
explorer during a brief conversation had! 
with hiii) ln*l evening. Tliiough l lie obsta- 
cles encountered by the parly Bulla Inlei is

For seveial years he aliciupted In live with- 
out Mi bl k j and during that tune he acted as 
captain of the negro pntro., and it w as his 
duly to punish slaves who wore found awiij 
fioin home without; u permit. So heartily 
did he enter upon this (Ji .agreeable work, 
nnd so lavish was he in Hoggings, that the 
name of " Jim Jackson " s'i uck lenor lu the 
hearts of the slaves ill his district. He Was 
always ready to volunteer his .-ei vices where 
theie was iiegro wh'ippiiig to be done. On 
several occasions be got mlti serious trouble, 
as capnun of the patrol, in consequence ol 
Ins wtiippilli! slaves owned by inerc.flll men, 
w ho leseuted the unwarranted interlerehce. 
Ho eveutiiallv opened a ttolu'l at Fairfax 
Cotirl-ilouse, tt Inch was the resort ol all the 
rough characters ol the county. He kept a 
plentiful eiipply of wnisky, and his house 
coon became a nuisance in the eyes' of the 
better class of the cumin unity, and was 
shunned by them. 

Jackson arrested several Noithern men at j 
the tune ol ihe •■ Helper " excitement, and!
